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Hamboo O pal* and Cocoanut IV a rl* Found 
In tin* Fhilippliii'rt, Though H and y. 


Among other queer things found in 
the 
Philippines art 
vegetable gems. 
There are not many of them, though. 
The bamboo is empty’ normally’, 
one 
might cut open a jungle of the giant 
grass and find 
unaltered hollowness. 
Bu t once in a m illion times or more ac­ 
cident brings to light in the bamboo 
stem a gem. 
Nature has molded into a 
lump a little of 
the flinty m aterial 
which makes the outer stem so hard. 
The nodule usually ] resents the appear­ 
ance of an opal, and several specimens 
are in the museums which reproduce 
tlie characteristic limes of that gem 
These nodules are known as tabaeecr. 
If is interesting t > note that the first 
chemical and minerulogical examina 
turn of them was made by tlie Jame.- 
Smithson whose munificence establish­ 
ed the first of the scientific bureaus of 
the American government. 
In t h e condition in which the fruit is 
known in the United States the milk 
in the cocoanut is considered its >nly 
content. 
The really ripe nut, howa ver, 
is filled w ith a whin« spongy mass, rich 
m the finest oil whieh the nut produces. 
This sponge is exposed to the hot sun 
r two or three days 
in a wooden 
trough until thoroughly pulped. 
Tin- 
last of 
the oil is then extracted by 
squeezing the soft sponge in the hands. 
Very rarely this careful handling has 
developed the presence of small spheres 
which have much of the luster of the 
pearl. 
E ig h t or ten of these cocoanut 
pearls, all discovered in the P h ilip ­ 
pines, are treasured in European muse­ 
ums. They range from the size of a pin­ 
head to that of a very small pea.— New 
York Sun.

about the greatest enemy, and certain 
types of the malarial v ariety seem so 
common that tin* sufferers from them 
ofteu wa lk into the club, drop into a 
chair ami say: ‘(Lit the fev er again 
Means another la yoff.’

Behind this 
was the Malate fort, wit h a trench ru n ­ 
ning from one side down to the beach. 
A sand bag uitrem hnient extended from 
th* other side into the shrubbery. 
The 
American trenches on the other side of 
the riv er wore parallel w ith th« Span 
ish. 
After the ships had shelled the 
trenches and the fort for ha lf au hour, 
a lmost knocking them to pie*-« ->. G en­ 
eral Anderson signaled to c< use tiring.

D en n ett, th e 
restaurant man, mig ht add tha t query 
to th« - other placards which adorn th e 
wa lls o f most of his places, fo r he h as 
prov ided the mea l f» » r 1 cent. As mig ht 
be expected, Mr. Dennett does not run 
this piac** as h** does his da iry lunch- 
rooms. 
11«* doesn’t expect to make any 
money out of it, and consequently m ir­ 
rors, til« *;! floors and white 
11 apery are 
lacking. 
But the food is there, and the 
1,oOO or so men who da ily buy it can 
testify to its stomach filling and life 
susta ining qua lities. 
This latest addition to New’ 
York’s 
queer *ystem of lunchrooms, w hich oc­ 
cupies the basement of tie* building at 
39 Bowery, has only been open for a 
short time. 
There wa s no blowing of 
trumpets, no big a dv ertising when busi- 
ne.-.' was begun. 
The only thing done 
was tin* unlocking of the double doors 
of the basement and the putting in 
place « if a big sig n bearing bold black 
letters on a yellow background. 
These 
g iv e the informa tion that in the res­ 
taurant a bowl of soup and bread and 
butter or coffee and bread and butter 
can be obta ined for 1 cent. 
It is not to be exp« *cted that there is 
a ny profit in selling soup and bread and 
butt« *r for 1 c« *nt, and so Air, Dennett 
makes 1 1 0 pretense of furnishing a n y­ 
thing sav e food to his patrons. 
If it 
were not for the qua lity of this, the 
place would be one of the most dismal 
in the city. It is a big, plain basement, 
w ith 
worn 
floors and soiled, ding y 
w’alls. 
The ceiling looks as though it 
had not been clean**» ! for years, and 
there is nothing about- the place itself 
to ma ke it attractiv e. 
The tables, too, are of the crudest 
kind. 
They 
consist 
simply 
of long 
boards laid ov er wooden 
horses and 
spotted w ith the dripping s from the 
soup bowls an*l coffee cups. 
There are 
no tablecloths, no napkins, no dishes, 
same tin cups, in which the hot food is 
serv e» !. 
The kitchen of +h« i place is in keep­ 
ing with the a ccommoda tions offered 
the patrons. 
It is at the front end of 
th*< basement, cl» .is> by th« * stairs, and 
no a ttempt is mad" to cut. it off from 
the rest of the room. 
In fact, the man 
who presides ov er if is chef, head wuit- 
er, cashier and if need be “ bouncer” of 
the place, and it would not do for him 
to be out of reach of the tables. 
A 
rough pla nk in front of him is piled 
hig h w ith tin cups. 
T hese hold a pint 
and are use» ! for eitb r soup o r coffee. 
Benea th tin* plank is a big tin wash 
boiler, in which th * soup is kept, and 
which when more h« at is desired is 
placed upon flu* little stov e, W’here tin* 
only dishwa sher heats his wa ter and 011 
which a big boiler of coffee is consta nt­ 
ly simmering. 
The stov e is so close to 
tin* manager chef tha t w ith one hand 
he can draw a cup » if coffee, w hile w ith 
tin* » ither he picks up the three slices of 
buttom l bread which go with it. 
This 
bread is stack« *» ! up so as to be ea sily 
handled aiul is piled in a big basket be­ 
side the soup boiler. 
With only two articles of diet in the 
place aside from the bread ther» * is uo 
dela y in serv ing a customer. 
The man, 
for no woman has yet eaten in the 
place, usua lly shambles up to a board 
where the pih* of cups stand. 
Houp or 
»■off'« «* is called for, as the choice ma y 
be, but none is serv ed until the custom ­ 
er has produced and paid 
his cent. 
There is no credit g iv en, and the ca sh­ 
ier takes no cha nces on a ny of the cus­ 
tomer? beating him out of a meal. Once 
he has be« 11 paid the customer is wa ited 
on. 
Bract ice has enabled the chef to a c ­ 
complish this in the fewest possible 
number of motions. 
W ith one hand he 
receiv es the cent and tosses it into an 
old cigar box. 
At the same time with 
the otiier hand le* .-ei/es a cup from 
thoM piled :n fr« nt 
f him and fills it 
w ith coffee or soup, as tin* case may be. 
Then with the same hand with which 
the money wa s 
iv eoiv ed one of the 
stacks of tim e slm« s ot hr* ad is picked 
up and handed to the customer. 
The 
w hole thing is done in less than ha lf a 
m inute and the manager insists that it 
u rush made it necessary la* could make 
cha ng e and wait on a customer in less 
tha n ten seconds. 
The keeping of a 
restaurant opt-n on Sunday is contrary 
to the rub s which gov ern all the rest of 
the Dennett places. 
An exception was 
math in this on«-*, as it is regarded as 
a cha rita ble institution and not as a 
busin* ss cuti-rpri. **. 
“ We do a big business her« *, ” said 
the manager head wa iter as he looked 
at the line of m* n sta ndiug at tin* plank 
ta bles and dipping their bread in th« ir 
soup or c o ffe e . 
“ Sometimes W e feed a- 
ma ny as 1,500 men. 
Sometimes tin 
number drops to 800.

FAMILY PEDIGREES THAT RUN BACK 


TEN CENTURIES.

It is related that a young guard, ha v­ 
ing neglected to pay the usual salute to 
a Spanish duke at the court of Madrid, 
excused lriuiself by saying that he did 
not know tin offended nobleman's rank. 
“ My friend ,” replied his grace, “ the 
safe rule is to assume that everybody in 
the palace who looks like a monkey is a 
grandee of the first cla ss.” 
The truth is the Spanish are a thor­ 
oughly mongrel race, and their conceit 
of themselves amazes us. Their country 
has probably been ofteuer overrun and 
conquered than any other territory of 
equal extent in Europe. 
Phoenician, 
Carthaginian, Roman, Vandal, Visigoth 
and Moor have all successfully made it 
the.ir stamping ground, and the effect 
of all thi." upon 
the pure Castilian 
blood, whatever that may be, is- indeli 
bly stamped on every really Spanish 
face. 
But playing the gentleman has been 
called “ the endemic disease of Spain, 
and tlm national vanity is something 
grotesque. 
One of their historians seri 
cusly advanced the theory that the first 
inhabitants of the country 
“ arrived 
by a ir ,” so impressed was he by their 
superhuman qualities that nothing short 
of a descent from the sky could account 
for them, A subsequent historian, how­ 
ever, after a long and grave discussion 
of the question, finally announced his 
opinion that ‘‘thev ntoro probably came 
by la nd.” 
A fter this we need not be astonished 
that the Spanish claim to possess the 
oldest fam ilies in Europe. 
The surpris­ 
ing circumstance is that the claim is 
not wholly without foundation. 
Their 
fam ily names can 111 some cases be trac­ 
ed back to an incredibly remote period, 
though it must not be assumed that the 
original blood persists in any purity. 
Probably the most ancient fam ily in 
Spain is the house of Pacheco, whose 
estates are not far from Carteia, now 
called Cartaya, in Andalusia. Plutarch 
tells us that when Crassus f'ed from 
Italy he concealed him self for eight 
months at Ximena, m a r Carteia, in 
caves belonging to a Spanish g. nth man 
named Paciecus. 
Cicero also mentions 
this generous Spaniard, and there can 
be no doubt that lie was one of the an­ 
cestors of the Pacheco fam ily, whose 
name is obviously derived from his and 
who still own the caves. 
This carried 
them back about 2,000 years, to a period 
antedating the Christian era, but it is 
possible to trace the line much further. 
The name is clearly of Phoenician origin, 
being ultim ately derived from “ putai- 
coi, ” the word by which the Tyrians 
designated 
the 
carved figurehead of 
their galleys. 
The identification is made more cr in 
plete by the fact that the Phoenicians 
| were the founders of Carteia, as of Cad- 
I iz in tho same province. 
That adds 
I another 1,000 year.- or so to the Pacheco 
pedigree. 
Think of it— a landed estate 
rem aining in 
tho 
possession of the 
same fam ily for 3,000 years I 
This is 
doubtless the most wornh rful fam ily 
tree in tho world and unusually well 
authenticated. 
Tho Pachecos may well 
be pardoned 
for taking pride in it, 
though it roots in rather unsavory soil 
at last, for the great original Pacheco 
was evidently a Tyrian freebooter. 
Names that trace back to the C artha­ 
ginian occupation in tho tim e of Han­ 
nibal are also found, and tho title of 
H annibal’s own clan, Barca, is perpet­ 
uated by the Bare ias and Garcias, well 
known fam ilies of Andalusia. 
There 
are also several names of Roman ante- 
c. dents, as Ponce and Cane, in Latin 
Pontius and Camus. A Spanish gentle­ 
man bearing the la tter name was a per­ 
sonal friend of the poet M artial, a ll of 
which seems to bring antiquity very 
near— in Spain. 
The fact of the m atter 
is she has never emerged from antiquity. 
The Spanish, however, are inclined 
to look back to the Goths as “ the purest 
fountain of nobility. ” 
This certainly 
seems a strange perversion of sentiment, 
for of nil the barbarians that came down 
from the north to lay waste Roman civ­ 
ilization with lire and sword the Goths, 
with their cousins, the Vandals, were 
the most irredt emably villainous. 
And the se Goths we re no extraordi­ 
nary heroes either, even in war. 
W ith 
supine and braggart iucompetency they 
lost to tin' Moor> m the eight m onths’ 
campaign a supremacy which it cost 
eight centuries of conflict to regain. 
Yet “ Gothic of Spain” is the pet phrase. 
To a rank outsider it would seem that 
the Basque fam ilies h a v e the most hon­ 
orable lineage, and their pedigrees run j 
back to tim e immemorial, though not :
